DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, I’m worried about my kids 
getting drugs. Everyone seems to be doing it, and the peer 
pressure is so great that I am afraid to expose them to this. 
Drug abuse seems to be so much more prevalent than 
alcohol or nicotine abuse. Is there an answer? 
DEAR READER, There is no way that I know of to raise 
kids to insure that there is no chance that they will ever 
abuse drugs during their life. It should be noted that 
“everyone” is not on drugs. The majority of people today are 
not. Why not? 
Whether it be nicotine, alcohol, marijuana or heroin, there 
are no pat ways to guarantee their elimination as abused 
substances. While alcohol, not marijuana or heroin, is 
probably the nation’s greatest drag problem, there seems to 
be less concern in this area among many people in the 
community. 
Coping with the problem of drugs is more than just a 
concern about who is smoking pot, or who is pushing dope. It 
must be a concern with the overall uses and abuses of drugs 
of any kind to cope with life’s problems and traumas. It must 
be a personal concern about how we as adults abuse drugs as 
well as about how and why drugs are abused by our children. 
It must be a realization that sound child rearing practices 
and effective parent-child relationships can go a long way to 
help our kids learn to handle their personal problems in 
more adaptive ways than by abusing drugs. 
While effective parent-child interaction cannot guarantee 
absolute immunity from overuse of drugs, it can be an im­ 
mensely positive step in the right direction. Parents who 
take the time to help their youngsters learn how to handle 
stress, anxiety, success, failure, and the many other, often 
confusing feelings, make a large contribution to the mental 
health and growth of their offspring. The more effective the 
child’s ability to resolve his own troubles and the more he 
knows that mom and dad care and are interested in him, to 
that degree will the need for seeking bottled or capsuled 
escapes be reduced. 
Lonliness and isolation are frequent reasons given for 
drug abuse. Lonliness? Why? Isolation? From whom? Is the 
lonliness because there are no other people around, or is it 
the alienation from ourselves that we experience? Do we 
isolate from others because we should, or do we do it because 
we are scared to be who we are, and to take on that personal 
responsibility? 
How do we as parents handle our lives? How do we 
examplify to our kids adaptive skills for coping with life’s 
traumas? Do we allow feelings to be shared, or do we expect 
them to tell all, and then we pass judgement? Are we too 
c, jick to dispose of feelings, and although we may listen, do 
we really hear? 
I think that the questions imply answers. But certainly, the 
basis of it all lies in the personal committment that each of 
us has to guide and to maintain our own lives in the most 
logical and realistic way possible. 
Take the time to tune-in to your kids, and to their needs 
They are with us for such a short time, and our impact on 
them, positive or negative, is great. Let us help our children 
to have the life that we gave them. Get with the real 
problems today. Do not be sidetracked by the drugs them­ 
selves, or by the laws that try to control them. These are 
symptoms and reactions, not causes. 
Worry less about catching the user, and more about 
preventing the user’s problem. Take it upon yourself to do 
what is necessary, and to get the assistance that you and 
your children need to be be most effective. Know the facts, 
but also face the reality of causes that exist in large numbers 
throughout our community today.

LUBLOCK, Tex. (UPI) -

Neelley's move may be part 
of a growing trend. Only 
seven men were enrolled in 
the 
College 
of 
Home 
Economics at Texas Tech in 
1965. Now the college has 39 
home ec majors among 1,635 
m ale 
students 
at 
the 
university. 
Nationally, 300,000 males 


are 
enrolled 
in 
home 
economics at the secondary 
level. More than 32,000 of 
them are in Texas. 
“ One 
reason 
for 
the 
growth in college enrollment 
may be the rising number of 
male students enrolled in 
home economics at the high 
school level,” Neelley said. 


He wants to help students 
accept themselves and learn 
to cope with the rapidly 
changing lives of men and 
women. 
“Students need to know 
how to take care of them­ 
selves whether married or 
single,” he said. “They need 
instruction 
in 
areas of 


finance 
and 
home 
management. They need to 
learn how to cope with 
emotional problems. 
“They have to face the 
everyday problem of making 
a living and rearing a 
family, and the ever in­ 
creasing problem of whether 
the wife should stay home 
and rear children or help 
bring in the bacon.”

“ Frankly, the cost of 
living is getting so high that 
if we didn’t both work —at 
home as well as at outside 
jobs —I don’t believe we 
could make it,” Neelley said.

IRISH STEW with shoulder chops, soda bread dotted with raisins, and heavenly Irish coffee 
make a dinner “fit for a king," says one Irish enthusiast. 


Irish stew is Irish be­ 
cause no Irishm an is going 
to ruin the taste of tender 
lamb and fine white po­ 
tatoes w ith a bunch of 
carrots, turnips or pearl 
barley to 
mess up the 
flavor. 
Too m any basic food­ 
stuffs are flavor-buried to­ 
day in a little of this and 
a little of th a t or an over­ 
powering sauce. 
One Dublin gourmet, Mr. 
P at Burke who happens 
to be a director of world- 
renowned 
Paddy’s 
Irish 
Whiskey, 
remarks, 
“I ’ve 
had the good fortune to 
have eaten stews in m any 
countries, like H ungarian 
goulash or French pot-au- 
feu, but none are the same 
as an honest Irish stew. 
A good Irish stew is thick 
and creamy, not swimming 
in juice like soup.” 
Mr. B urke’s family rec­ 
ipe for stew goes back 
m any years. "Very poor 
folk use either m utton or 
kid, but today most every­ 
on e w ill e n jo y t e n d e r

"You can use lamb neck 
or shoulder cut in chunks, 
but we prefer good shoul­ 
der chops trim m ed very 
lean.

A wee bit of the blarney, 
perhaps, but Irish stew 
and soda bread, and a ro ­ 
bust Irish coffee fragrant 
with a jigger of Paddy’s, 
one of the top five Irish 
whiskeys (and the lightest 
of them *, make a delicious, 
homey and soul-satisfying 
dinner.

Buyer’s Billboard 
Fiber M issing Ingredient 


Bv MICHAEL J. CONLON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
recent government report 
claiming Americans are on a 
laxative-buying binge also 
pointed out that one of the 
reasons is that something 
may be missing from the 
average diet. 
That something is fiber, 
say the experts who did the 
study Fiber comes in whole 
grains, cereals, fruits and 
vegetables, whole wheat 
bread, bran flakes, etc. 
And, more importantly, it 
is missing in many of the 
superrefined and completely 
processed foods Americans 
eat. 
Dr. Nicholas Hightower of 
Temple, Tex., who headed 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration review of the 
laxative situation, told 
a 
news conference persons 
with a high fiber intake have 
fewer 
problems 
with 
irrita te d 
bowels 
and 
diverticulosis, and may even 
run 
a 
lower 
risk 
of 
developing bowel cancer, the 
No. 2 cause of cancer death 
in this country. 


Fiber is basically inert. It 
absorbs water and helps 
keep the bowels in good 
shape as it moves through 
the system. 


Dr. Michael Jacobson, 
codirector of the Center for 
Science 
in 
the 
Public 
Interest, which recently 
issued a white paper on the 
subject of dietary fiber, says 
some research also shows 
fiber may help pull some 
cholesterol out of the body. 
That effect, he said, is not a 
large one, but it may be 
significant. 


The FDA panel concluded 
that 
a 
good 
diet, 
not 
laxatives, is the best way to 
end constipation for 98 per 
cent 
of 
the 
American 
population. It also admitted 
that the whys and hows of 
fiber working in the diet are 
still not really understood. 
It said that bran is a safe 
and effective laxative, ad­ 
ding “ bran-rich breakfast 


cereals and whole wheat 
bread 
a re 
convenient 
sources of crude fiber: IOO 


gra m s 
of 
bran 
flakes 
(various brands) contain be­ 
tween 2.7 and 6.5 gram s of 
crude fiber, and one slice of 
whole wheat bread contains 
one to two gram s.’’ 


But it said too little was 
known about bran tablets to 
declare them safe and effec­ 
tive. It recommended more 
study for the tablet form.

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Seventy per cent more veal 
will be coming to market this 
year compared with 
1974, 
but it’s not likely to put veal 
scallopine on every table. 
The

Institute attributes the big 
increase 
to 
livestock 
producers 
who 
are 
marketing younger animals 
instead of placing them on 
high-priced 
feed, 
But 
production still is expected 
to reach only

pounds, or l l per cent of

States, 
said 
Howard Madsen, director of 
economics and statistics for 
the institute.

said, while the index for all 
food items increased 11.7 per 
cent for the same period.

forecasting a decrease of 
three and a half pounds in 
meat consumption this year, 
not because consumers are 
looking for cheaper sources 


of protein, but because total 
meat production is expected 
to be lower than last year’s:

Enologist Mothers Wine 


Woman Supervises 1*2 Million Gallon Batch

“ A good enologist must 
know a wine like a mother 
knows her children,” says 
Zelma 
Long, 
chief 
winemaker at a Napa Valley 
firm in northern California. 
Enology is the science of 
winemaking. 
“ They change quickly 
when they are young and 
only experience with them 
while they are growing will 
tell you how they will behave 
in the future.” 
Mrs. 
Long mothers 
1.2 
million gallons of wine in 250 
lots separated on the basis of 
vintage, 
variety 
and 
vineyard. 
She works 14 hours a day, 
six days a week during the 
twoand-a-half-month 
har­ 
vest 
from 
Septem ber 
through 
mid-November 
when the grapes are brought 
to the Robert Mondavi plant 
in Oakville for the crush. 
She spends two-and-a-half 
hours daily tasting and 
analyzing 
wines 
and 
familiarizing 
herself 
with 
every tank of wine from the 
time it is crushed to the time 
it is bottled. 
She is one of about a dozen 
women who have made their 
way 
into 
the 
male- 
dominated California wine 
industry. 
“ I just happened to be in 
the right place at the right 
time,” Mrs. Long said. “ The 
best 
chances 
for 
ad­ 
vancement for women are in 
a fast-growing industry, and 
I happened to hit it right with 
the wine industry. There are 
tots of males my age who are

(U P I) — Vegetables should 
be cooked until tender, while 
preserving the color, shape 
and food value, says Mrs.

Mrs. Buck said tenderness 
may mean different degrees 
of doneness but that any 
properly cooked vegetable 
should retain

shape. She said texture and

cooking or allowed to stand 
in water 
after 
they

To shorten cooking time, 
she advises starting the 
cooking in boiling water. 
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moving up. Anyone who was 
qualified, worked hard and 
was there got promoted." 
A n other 
w in e m a ste r, 
Mary Ann Graf, 32, was the 
first 
woman 
to earn 
a 
bachelor’s degree in enology 
from 
the 
U n iversity 
of 
California-Davis. Miss Graf, 
of Simi Vineyards, Heald­ 
sburg, said she had decided 
originally on a career in 
agriscience, then switched to 
wines. 
One of the big problems for 
women in winemaking is 
getting the in itial break 
which gives you practical 
experience, she said. 
“ The more traditional jobs 
in cellar work are heavy, 
dirty jobs and few wineries 
would hire a female to do 


them,” she said, adding that 
often 
enology 
students 
“ don’t know the difference 
between 
a 
hose and 
a 
screwdriver.” 
Miss Graf said the growing 
popularity of wines has 
resulted 
in 
an 
enology 
student 
explosion 
at 
UC- 
Davis. “ There are just too 
many students 
for jobs 
available,” she said. “ I don’t 
think the wine industry is 
ready for 25 women.” 
W hile 
physiologically 
women 
and 
men 
are 
equipped the same for wine 
tasting, Miss Graf thinks a 
woman has an edge because 
“ she has developed a certain 
vocabulary and sensitivity 
and is not afraid to show it. 
“ Women who are not in the 


wine business come up with 
words which are very useful 
in describing wines. They 
may find a floral note in the 
wine, like a hint of roses.” 
Some women have created 
their own jobs in the wine 
industry. Dr. Marian Baldy, 
who 
has 
a 
Ph.D . 
in 
molecular genetics, founded 
the Butte Creek vineyard, in 
Chico in 
1972 
with 
two 
partners, to fulfill a creative 
urge. 
“ I 
started 
out 
as 
the 
chemist in the partnership 
and eventually turned out to 
be the winemaker,” said Ms. 
Baldy, 
who teaches 
both 
genetics and winemaking at 
Chico State University. 
She said her knowledge of 
biochem istry m akes her 


work as a winemaster more 
exciting because she can 
select different yeast strains 
to put in her product. 
“ And most of the new 
grape varieties 
were the 
result of genetic breeding,” 
she added. 
These fem ale pioneers 
oelieve their mark on the 
wine industry will be made 
on an individual basis. Said 
Miss Graf: 
“ Very good winemakers, 
male or female, never take 
any 
recognition. 
I f s 
a 
creative thing and you get 
glory from the product, not 
from the publicity.”
